A law which went into effect, there 
la*t Saturday increases the maximum 
penalties for the first conviction of 
driving "bile intoxicates from $100 «*nd 
30 days in jail to $500 and one year in 
jail. 
At the same time, the statute makes 
it a traffic infraction to drive an auto­ 


m o b ile while under the influence of 
alcohol. 
Conviction "ill result in man­ 
datory suspension of driving privileges 
for 60 days. 
The New York la" has sharp teeth. 
tinder it, ability to drive would he con­ 
sidered impaired when chemical tests 
show the blood - alcohol level of the 
driver to he between .10 aud .lo per 


cen t 
Any level above .16 would sub­ 
ject the driver to a drunken driving 
charge. 
Mort and more, state legislatures are 
authorizing the use of chemical test" 
to determine alcohol levels. The reason 
is found in our traffic accident statistics. 
The National Safety Council esti­ 
mates that drinking drivers were in­ 
volved in 10,000 of the 32,000 fatal traf­ 
fic accidents last year, 
The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation recently re­ 
torted that 1,800 cities— population to­ 
tal; 56-million—had 100,600 arrests for 
drunken driving in 1069. 
Most frightening of all, however, 
was the 0.7 per cent increase irs ar­ 
rests of persons under IS years of age 
for this offense. 
It -s easy to understand, therefore, 
why tighter laws are needed.

Nikita Khrushchev lias established 
some kind of record for hypocrisy in his 
current oratory on colonialism—pain ­ 
ing the Soviet Union as completely on 
the side of Ute angels and the United 
States and the Western nations as the 
unadulterated scoundrels. 
One of his most glaring oratorical lies 
has been the picture he has painted of 
the United States imposing its "imper­ 
ialist” will on the Puerto Ricans. 
Puerto Rico now enjoys a common­ 
wealth status that gives it favored eco­ 
nomic treatment in the United States 
without 
federal 
taxe*. 
One 
major 
Puerto Rican political bloc argues for 
• p benefits of this status quo, a* o p - 
posed to another one which wants to 
seek statehood with i*s representation 
in Congress — and its federal taxes. 
Only a very minute group of Puerto 
Ricans now argues for independence. 
The Nationalist Party has all but dis­ 
appeared as a political force in the 
Puerto Rican legislature. 
No ore more clearly answered the 
Khrushchev diatribe on this front than 
Puerto Rico s Gov. Munoz Marin. 
This 
Is what he said: 
"The people of Puerto Rico are self­ 
governing people freely associated with 


the United States of America on the 
basis of mutual consent and respect. 
The policies regarding tile cultural and 
economic development of Puerto Rico 
are in the hands of the people of Puerto 
Rico th e m s e lv e s for them to determine 
according to their best interests.’* 
The Puerto Ricans elect their ow n as­ 
semblymen in free elections. They are 
not harassed or threatened by Ameri­ 
can soldiers. 
And they have the standing offer of 
President Eisenhower, made in his first 
year in the White House and reiterated 
since, that any time the Puerto Rican 
National Assembly formally petitions 
for independence he will be its advocate 
and staunch supporter. 
Let it not go unnoticed in this era 
of Communist colonialism that Nikita 
Khrushchev never has made a similar 
offer to any of the unhappy nations be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain. 
Instead the ex­ 
act opposite prevails. 
Mr. Khrushchev 
and the Communists gave an unmistak­ 
able anzwer to those who want to run 
their own government and country just 
four years ago when Russian tanks and 
brute force overwhelmed the independ­ 
ence-seeking Hungarians.

Clausewitz makes the point: 
” , . . W ar is an act of force, 
and to the application of that 
force Inert is no limit. E ach of 
the adversaries forces stir hand 
of the other

action results which bt theory 
can have no limit. . . 
But force is of m any natures. 
For instance the system atic de­ 
struction of the \alu e of a people 
is a more subtle form of fores 
than killing a division of men. 
but it nonetheless is an act cf 
war. 
Soviet Russia. which has adopt­ 
ed what h rs come to be railed 
Aesopian 
language, 
use* 
the 
word peace to describe warlike 
acts which are of the new tech­ 
niques that do not require stint 
and shell. 
For instance, intellectual sub­ 
version, which is a method for 
changing the thought processes 
of generations, is a technique of 
war. Its object is to destroy 
the will to resist an enemy.

G ausew itz has had an enorm­ 
ous 
influence 
upon 
Russian 
thinking and in the development 
of the Cold War, his classic on 
w ar has served them as a guide. 
F or the Cold War is nothing 
m ore than w ar by wholly new 
m ethods and by old methods 
adapted to new tune*. 
K hrushchev came to this ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly of 
the United Nations not to discuss 
the China question or disarma­ 
m ent or ‘he future of Dag Ham- 
m arskjold but to fight a battle 
of the Cold War, as he did in 
Paris. 
His immediate objective was 
to impress the small nations, 
particularly those of Africa and 
Asia, with the strength of So­ 
viet Russia and the futility of the 
United States. He brought with 
him all his pro-consuls and added 
to them the mighty neutrals who 
live in fear of his power. 
It was a very impressive per- 
form ance 
which 
Khrushchev 
spoiled by his natural vulgarity. 
Nevertheless, the impression he 
made may be advantageous next 
year. 
Khrushchev is more able in 
directing 
the Cold War than 
Stalin was. Stalin was a revolu­ 
tionist who wily understood di­ 
rect 
and 
im mediate 
action. 
Khrushchev is a product of a 
post-revolutionary era and his 
techniques are less sudden. 
He is in no hurry. As he is 
conducting a war, he recognizes 
that it is unim portant to win a 
battle: it is only important to 
win the war. Success in w ar 
means the total destruction of 
an 
enem y’s 
will 
to 
resist. 
Khrushchev 
understands 
that 
economic warfare can lead to 
more perm anent destruction of 
the will to resist than a military 
battle. 
In the present situation in the 
United States, for instance, gold 
is a superior weapon to a bomb; 
or if it is a bomb we think signi­ 
ficant, the Congo is worth m ore 
than E ast Germany, 
for the 
Congo's minerals, 
particularly 
uranium, are invaluable. 
It is necessary to recognize 
the nature of the Gild War to 
understand what is happening.

Why a cut in telephone rates 
is NOT 
in the public interest 


The Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission has 
announced the institution of formal proceedings 
to investigate the reasonableness of this com­ 
pany’s telephone rates in Pennsylvania. While no 
specific reductions have been mentioned, the 
Commission is reported to believe that our earn­ 
ings are too high because the rate of return on 
the value of our property is 2/10 or 3/10 of 1% 
more than was contemplated by the Commission 
when it established present telephone rates in 
1956. Proper reflection of increased costs of con­ 
struction, wages and borrowed money since 
1956 would, of course, reduce the rate of return. 
We do not believe that a reduction is in the 
public interest.

The cost of telephone sendee has increased 
only 81% during the past 20 years, while the cost 
of living has increased 110%. 
Our average monthly business and residence 
telephone rates are lower in Pennsylvania than 
in our neighboring states of New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland and West Virginia. Our local 
revenue per telephone in Pennsylvania is the 
lowest in the Bell System. 
Our toll rates for calls within Pennsylvania 
are lower than those of any other Bell System 
Company except one whose rates are the same 
as ours. 
These rates have not produced excessive 
earnings. 


Our average earnings for the past 14 years, In 
fact, have been below the level of earnings 
defined as “reasonable’’ by the Commission’s 
decisions on our previous rate applications. 


The telephone industry must compete with other 
industries for borrowed money, for people and 
for materials and supplies. Our costs for these 
necessities have risen as they have for other busi­ 
nesses. The critical difference is that, in the post­ 
war years, our earnings position relative to that 
of other industries has become worse. 


And consider this: 


Our earnings must be adequate lf our growth 
Is to keep up with the growth of Pennsylvania. 


To meet the state's growing communications 
needs we will need to spend over a half billion 
dollars in the next five years. Most of this money 
must come from outside sources. It will, too . . .

Our views are shared by members of many 
regulatory bodies. 


The chairman of one state’s utility commiaaion, 
for example, said in a recent speech: 
“A regulatory body which cuts rates to the bare 
minimum makes the utilities that much less a t ­ 
tractive to the investor and imposes a burden on 
them in competing for investment funds, with 
the result th at they must pay constantly more 
for their capital . . . 
"Since the increased cost of capital must ulti­ 
mately be paid for by the customer, such a short­ 
sighted regulatory policy will ultimately hurt the 
customer not only in respect to the quality of 
service but to the long-range cost he will have 
to pay . . .

Reading the pro*pectus of 
a mutual fund, I notice It state# 
that the fund and Its distribu­ 
tor may discontinue redemption 
of share at any time. Is this the 
policy of all mutual funds? 
A. This la a technical xitua-j 
tlon. 
The Important thing toj 
remember I* that. It Is the re- 
demptkm feature that makes a 
m utual 
fund an open-end In- \ 
vestment company. 


Under normal circumstances, 
a shareholder who want* cash 
for 
his 
mutiftil 
fund 
shares 
turn* in his shares and receives 
the redemption price. 
The re* 
demptlon price, in the case of 
most funds, 
is the net 
asset 
value the shares are backed up 
hy. Some funds do have a small 
redemption 
fee of about one 
percent. 
And acme funds do have the 
right to redeem "in kind." That 
means that. Instead of cash, the 
shareholders who redeems his 
shares might be given some of 
the securities the fund holds as 
investments. 
This would also 
be stated In the prospectus. 


The Investment Company Act 
of 1940 provides that payment
